He Has been employed with !CAS-AM-F!!-TV 
COW-HraXCATTOH CSNTKR since Ju.ly 3, 1963, and is presently working 
in the FRnMOTION D^FT. of this company. His office telephone 
number is RI8-9631. and his residence, BR6-8617 . 

StlBJ^CT stated that on Hovember 22, 1963, he and PraCl-; M. 
ATjTMH. also irith WAA, were standing near the corner of Sljn and 
Houston watching President JOHif F. KENriiiUl'S motorcade. Suddenly, 
three shots rang out and he and AI.IMN started running. A few 
moments later they ran'into the TKX5S SCHnot BOOK DEPOSITORY BTJIT.DOTG 
where ATIMATJ used a te'' ephone to call his radio station. SUBJTICT 
stated that he was not aoruainted with ira; HARV5!Y OSIilLD or JACK RUBY, 
nor did he remember seeing either of them on the day of the assassination. 
He also said that as he was leaving the aforementioned bui''ding, someone 
took his name and address, but he does not knov; who this person was.
